Prosperity is coming 
back. 
Not later than next October I 
think we will see more 
business than at any time in 12 months. 


I found Europe in much better shape. 
There is a scarcity of 
business there, as here. 
But we cannot expect IOO per cent busi­ 
ness when so much of the world is out of the market or is re­ 
covering from 
the 
effects of the w ar.

Germany is the busiest country in Europe because of the low 
value of* the m ark.

These things will gradually be equalized here and

Ind ications, however, are that people are being compelled to 
buy more and more and affairs are reaching a 
sane and 
solid 
foundation. 
Values are 
improving. 
Railroad 
securities 
are 
sh .wing a healthy strength. 
And the government is displaying 
a disposition to effect economy. 
Muny^people may grumble, but 
we must give 
the 
government a chance. Decisions cannot be 
made to suit individuals, a particular class or a special business; 


they must 
he for the general good. 
The value of the dollar is increasing and, I think, will contin­ 
ue to do so. 
As the purchasing power increases 
bank 
interest 
rates will be lower, food and clothing and railroad rates will 
be lower, and labor will settle down. 


We are miles ahead of where we were a year ago. 
There is 
certain suffering, but nothing compared to Europe’s.

rope* was getting better, America was getting worse.

Hope for Wiping Out Diphtheria. 


New York, March 13.— A means of 
wiping out diphtheria, said to have in­ 
creased 
from 50 to IOO per 
cent, 
throughout the country 
during 
the 
last decade, has been found through 
use of the Schick test in the public 
schools here, it was announced by Dr. i 
Abraham 
Zinghler, 
assistant 
pro- j 
1 u *s 
,,c 
fessor of hygiene at New York Uni- j 
versify Medical College. 


A fter eight years of experimenta- j 
tion, 95 per cent, of the school children 
given the test in New York were made j 
immune to the disease, Dr. Zinghler 
said. 
The length of time that a per­ 
son was immune from diphtheria by 
thq use of the old serum was about 
four weeks, he added, while 
those 
given the Schick test eight years ago 
were recently retested and found still 
immune. 


T h e test, originated in Austria and 
improved here, consists of a series of 
injections of diphtheria toxin and anti­ 
toxin. 
Four days a fte r the first in­ 
jection a red spot can be noticed over 
tho place of the injection, if a person 
is susceptible t<2 the disease. 
If this 
spot appears, three injections are giv­ 
en at 10-day intervals. The test, Dr. 
Zinghler said, does not in any way
